Rumors 
of the senator's intention to ask a recelection 
have received general discountenance from the 
press of the country as something too absurd 
for belief, but teai is just what Senator Jones 
intends todo. 

Senator Joves evidently has some strong rea- 
son for ashing to be kept in the senate, or else 
his mf is unbalanced. ‘The last ceems toa be 
the most charitable construction to place upon 
his actions, and has often been hinted at. 
Despite the ridicule heaped upon his avowed 
intentions, he certainJy feels that he will bs 
electcd, tor would it surprise many here who 
know the man.

Fuby Six Thousand Persons Look Upon 
the Dead Girl’s Face. 

fsuway, N.J., April 3.—The morgue was 
opened at 9 a. m. today, so the body and 
clothing of the girl found murdered on the out- 
skirts of this city a week ago couid be 
viewed by those interested in the case. People 
came here in crowds to seethe body and 
cloihing. Old residents say there were more 
people here today thanin any other day in 
the history of the city. The railroad trains 
from both directions were literally jammed 
with men, women and children. 

Fully 1,000 arrived here on one train from 
New York. They came from New York, Jer- 
rey City, Hoboken and Brooklyn.

At 
least 6,000 passed through the morgue. Fally 
7,600 persons who did not visit the morgue 
went to the scene of the murder.

FRANCE AND GERMANY.

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THE LINE OF THE STt 
New England Swept by the Gale--Th 
Severe Storm for Many Years. 

Beseton, April 3-~At an early hour Fri- 
Cey nighta.viclent snow storm set in very 
generally throngh New England, accompanied, 
Taiticulerly aloug the coast; by a heavy gale. 
Reports from Gloucester, Provincetown, and 
ciber points indicate that the storm has boen the 
mest severe for many years,if not altogether 
Withcut precedent. For thirty-six hours 
thereatter the wind maintained a velocity of 
fiem forty to eighty miles an hour. From 
cight inches to one foot and a balf of snow 
has fallen, and many reports have been re- 
ceived of damage to baildiags aad trees 
from the weizht of the snow. 
At Biock island the gale was 
simply terrific,and the beach is strewn wita 
Witchave from the schooner Pathfinder, 
which went ashore at the break water on Fi- 
day. The old Cohony bost did not leave Ball 
river.for New York, because of the terrific sea 
outside, ner will she leave temorrow, as the 
te2 will still be very beavy then.

BURNED TO DEATH. 


The Frightfal Death of Two Railroad Men 
in Tennessee. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., April 5.—[Special. J— 


The details of a most terrible wreck on the - 


Memphis and Charleston railroad, which oc- 
curred late Friday night, has just been learn- 
ed. Two freights came in collision near Po- 
cahortas, a station near Corinth, owing toa 
misunderstanding of orders by Engineer Kohl, 
of the east bound freight. His orders were to 
pass the west bound freight at Winnesoga, but 
net finding the train there he concluded to 
make Pocahontas, and set off at a wild speed to 
make that ttation. He not gone 
aver one mile when he _ encountered 
the westbound freight, and a frightfal wreck 
was the consequence. On Engineer Kohl's 
train wesacar loaded with turpentine, and 
when the cars came together ths turpentine 
was ignited, and the accident having occurred 
in a remote spot from water, the entire train 
wasconsumed. After the fire had burned out 
search was made for the unfortanate Koh! and 
his fireman, and the charred remains of Kohl, 
almost entirely burned to ashes, were found in 
the debris of the engine, and not a vestige of 
the fireman could be found, his body having 
been entirely consumed.

Her Ofticera Sought Sea tor Safety—A Tramp 
to the Beach. 

Boston, Mass., April 3.—The stariling rn- 
mor of the disaster, on the coast of Scituate, te 
the Cunard steamer Scythia, the circulation of 
which created a tremendous sensation in t's 
city last night, proved to be false. Owiog to 
the fact that telegraphic communication with 
the south shore had been interrupted vy ths 
storm, it was impossible last night either to 
ccnfirm the rumor or disprove it. The cir- 
cumstances were so peculiarly favorabdie 
to & belief in ihe truth of 
the report, however, tbat Agent Martin, 
of the Cunard company, rather thaa endare 
his natural suspense, determined to charter @ 
special train aud go at once to the locality of 
the alleged wreck. The train left Old Colony 
station at3:15a. m., with Mr. Martin and 
thirty reporters on board, and arrived at Scita- 
ate 4:15. Then the party tramped through 
three miles of snow drifts to the beash, where, 
the sun having risen, aclear view of a long 
stretch of coast was obtained. There was no 
sign of a wreck in any direction. The ses 
was tremendously high, the waves breaking 
over the tops of the cliffs, 
fifty feet high. Having been cou- 
vinced of the falsity of the rumor, con- 
cerning the Scythia, the party returned at once 
to Boston. How the rumor originated is not 
known, but there is no doubt that it was gene » 
erally believed to be true last night. The 
Scythia was expected to arrive yesterday, and 


‘this fact. in connection with the terrible gale 


that bas been prevailing on tho coast for forty- 
eight bours. caused the widespread feeling of 
aeprehension. It is believed that the officers 
of the Scythia, fearing to approach the coast 
curing the prevalence of the gaie, pat the ship 
abcut and headed out to sea for safety. 

The steamer Scythia arrived at her dock 
safely, soon after five o'clock to-night.

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THE LINE OF THE STORM. 


New England Swept by the Gale--The Most 
Severe Storm for Many Years. 

Boston, April. 3--At an eariy hour Fri- 
Gay nighta viclent snow storm set in very 
genfraliy through New England, accompanied, 
raiticulerly along the coast, by a heavy gale. 
Reports from Gloucester, Proviucetowa, and 

ther points indicate that the storm has boen the 
mest seyere for many years, if mot altogether 
withcut precedent. For thirty-six hours 
thercaiter the wind maintained a velocity of 
fiem forty to eighty miles an hour. From 
eight inches to one foot and a half of suow 
has fallen, and many reports have been re- 
ceived of damage to buildings aad trees 
from ihe weizht of the Sno Ww. 
At Biock island the gale was 
simply terrific, and the beach is strewn wita 
Wieckage from the schooner Pathfinder, 
which went ashore at the break water on Fri- 
day. The old Cobony bost did not leave Ball 
river for New York, because of the terrific sea 
outside, ner will she leave temorrow, as the 
se will still be very heavy then. 

Provincetown reporta that the weather is 
Still co thick that the lights cannot be seen 500 
yards from the shore. The harbor is fall of 
veerels, Which are supposed to be riding out 
the gale in safety, as no reports of disasters 
bave been received there, 

Gleucetter reports that two fect of snow his 
fatien, and that the weather is still so thick 
that nothing can bescen of the craft in) the 
herhber. The steamer Matahdin, from Boston 
for Bangor, with 125 passengers, put in at 
Posismeuth harbor and landed her passengers 
at Neweastle.

Telegraphic and telephonic communication 
with the south shore is completely cut oif, the 
wires being prosirated by the gales. The wind 
has blown terribly from the northeast, and it 
shows no signs of abating. The force is 39 
great that itis almost impossible for pedestri- 
ans to be about.

BURNED TO DEATH. 


The Frightfal Death of Two Railroad Men 
in Tennessee. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., April 5.—[{Special. }— 
The details of a most terrible wreck on the 
Memphis and Charleston railroad, which oc- 
curred late Friday night, has just been learn- 
ed. Two freizghts came in collision near Po- 
cahontas, a station near Corinth, owing toa 
misunderetanding of orders by Engineer Kohl, 
of the east bound freight. His orders were to 
pass the west bound freight at Winnesoga, but 
not finding the train there he concluded to 
make Pocahontas, and set off at a wild speed to 
make that ttation. He had not gone 
cver one mile when he encountered 
the westbound freight, and a frightful wreck 
was the consequence. On Engineer Kohl's 
train wasacar loaded with turpentine, and 
when the cars came together ths tarpentine 
was ignited, and the accident having occurred 
in a remote spot from water, the entire train 
wasconsumed. Afterthe fire had burned out 
search was made for the unfortanate Koh! and 
his fireman, and the charred remains of Kohl, 
almost entirely burned to ashes, were found in 
the debris of the engine, and not a vestige of 
the figeman could be found, his body having 
been entirely consumed. No other trainmen 
were hurt. The wreck was cleared and trains 
went through today.

THE SCYTHIA SAFE. 


Her Officera Sought Sea’tor Safety—A Tramp 
to the Beach. 

Boston, Mass., April 3—The startling rn- 
mor of the disaster, on the coast of Scituate, te 
the Cunard steamer Scythia, the circulation of 
which created a trémendous sensation in t:is 
city last night, proved to be false. Owing to 
the fact that telegraphic communication with 
the south shore had been interrupted by the 
storm, it was impossible last night either to 
confirm therumor or disprove it. The cir- 
cumstances were so peculiarly favorable 
to 2 belief in the ruth of 
the report, however, that Agent Martin, 
of the Cunard company, rather than endare 
his patural suspense, determined to charter @ 
epecial train aud go at once to the lecality of 
the alleged wreck. The train left Old Colony 
station at3:15a. m., with Mr. Martin and 
thirty reporters on board, and arrived at Scita- 
ate 4:15. Then the party tramped through 
three miles of snow drifts to the beash, where, 
the sun having risen, a clear view of a long 
stretch of coast was obtained. There was no 
sign of a wreck in any direction. The ses 
was tremendously high, the waves breaking 
over the tops of the cliffs, 
fifiy feet high. Having been CdUe- 
vinced of the falsity of the rumor, can- 
cerning the Scythia, the party returned at once 
to Boston. How the rumor originated is not 
known, but there is no donbt that it was gene 
erally believed to be true last night. The 
Scythia was expected to arrive yesterday, and

THE DROUTH IN TEXAS 


Cotton, Corn, Wheat and Live Steck Suffer- 
ing. 

GALVESTON, Tex, April 3 —Special telegrams 
to the News, Houston Post and Fort Worth 
Gazette durivg the past week, from nearly 
every county in Texus, indicate the prevalence 
ofa serious drouth throughout the state, aifect- 
ing in a large measure-its agricnuitaral as 
well as its live stock interests. The drouth 
may be said to be a continuation of last year’s 
dry epell, as no general rains have 
failen throughout the interior since 
last September, while local showers have been 
few and inadequate during the past six months. 
The drouth now extends over the great cotton 
belt, jeopardizing the outlook for the coming 
crop by retarding aud preventing planting, 
which is usually in fall progress at this season, 
butcan scarcely be said to have commenced, 
except in the coast counties, owing tothe ex 
treme dryness of the earth, 
the coast cotton is up, and

Lights. Ofthesix great districts comprising 
the cotton belt, the southwestern, containing 
23 counties, producing 200,000 bales, is suffer- 
ing worst, according to all reports, and planting 
is retarded nearly a month, with no present 
ingications of rain. This is the early cotton 
district of Texas. Winter wheat in centraland 
north Texas is also suffering for wantof rain, 
showing poor growth. Similar reports are re- 
ceivec regarding oats. White sprinz-ewhect %

CoLtumscs, Ga., April %3.—[{Special.]—The 
state convention of the Young Men’s Christian 
aseociation was in session yesterday. The state 
secretary's report was read. It was as fol- 
lows : 

Ineomparing the work in Georgia now to 
the work as it waz 31 years ago, turee 
lines of progress aro esperially noticeable, 
First, extension; second, better methods; third, 
a development of the building spirit Thata 
substantial foundation might be laid upon 
which the superstructure could be reared, the 
time of the state secretary has been mainly 
given to the five points of Macon, Savannah, 
Columbus, Americus and Augusta. In Macona 
thoroughly first-class organization has been 
effected. Finances were secured for 
the year's work, rooms fitted 
up after the most approved manner, and an 
efficient general secretary placed in charge. 
The asscciations at Savannah and Colambus, 
both organized before the state work was ta- 
ken up, have been strengthened and the work 
brought up from acrude state toa high phase 
of usefulness by the fitting up of beautiful 
rooms with all the modern 
accessories for work. Trained men for genera! 
secretaries have been secured in each place. At 
the latter point the work dragged on through 
the summer without a general secretary, when 
the directors decided to canvass the city ‘and 
ascertain whether sufficient inter*st could be 
aroused in the community to support the work 
as it was being done in other cities. Theresult 
of the canvass can be seen in the new rooms now 
nearing completion. The new quarters of the 
Savannah association area model of eleganc:? 
and home-iike comfort, with the best reading 
room of any city of its size in the country. 
The rocims are generally a good index of the 
work in any association. Americus claims the 
honor of being the smallest city placky 
enough tosupport a general secretary. Over 
$1,000 bas been secured for a year’s work, and 
an eflicient man placed in charge. The rooms 
sre pleasant; convenient, well furnished and 
good work is being done. In Angusta a con- 
ference of busine-s meh met at the residence 
of Mr. W. C. Sidley, to consider the advisa- 
bility of organizing the work. It was 
unanimously decided to raise money and or- 
ganize, An incomplete canvass secured $2 300. 
They are bow wisely waiting until the right 
man can be secured for general secretary before 
opening the rooms, as more cau be done in the 
wropg direction by inexperienced workers3in a 
short time than can be undonein many months 
aftor the secretary is on the grounds. (This 
also applies to smalier places in the organiza- 
tion.) Noswood gave a@ pressing invitation to 
the state committees for assistauce. Secretaries 
Wiliams and Bosard spent a Sunday with 
them, and at the night meeting s8a- 
cured several hundred dollars and a 
lot for a hailding, which is soon to ba 
erected. <A pleasant two days’ conference was 
held at Griffiu.

- "TALMAGE’S SERMON. 


DELIVERED IN BROOKLYN TABER- 
NACLE YESTERDAY. 


4n Immense Congr: gation Receives Dr, Telmage on 
His Return eft-+ran Ab-ence of Ncarly Three 
Wecekein the West Lectured in Fifteea 
Cities- Text: “A Live Church.” 


Brooxziyn, April 3—{[Special.]—Tas Rav 
T. DeWitt Talmage, DD. has retarned from 
the west, after an absence of nearly three 
wecks, in which he preached aud lectured in 
fifteen cities to immense throngs. A vast ¢on- 
gregation was present in the tabernacle this 
morning, and joined with fine effect in singing 
the hymn which begins: 

‘Jesus shall reigr where’er the sun 
Does his successive journeys run."’ 

Dr. Talmage’s sul:ject was: “A Live Charch,”’ 
and his text Revelation, ii; 8-9: “Unto the 
angel of the church in Smyrna write: Tree 
thiugs saith the firstand the last, which was 
dead, and is alive; 1 know thy works, and trib- 
ulation, aud poverty, bat hoa art rich” ’ 

Smyrnia wasa great city eof the ancients, 
bounded on three sides by mountains. I was 
the central emporicm of the Levantine trade 
In that prosperous and brilliant city there was 
a Christiau church establisned. After it hai 
existed forawhile it wus rocked down by an 
earthquake. It was rebuilt. Then it was con- 
sumec by a conflagration thataweps over the 
entie oty. That charch went tarough fire, 
and iroubie, and disascer, bat kept.ou so great 
spiritual prosperity. The fact’ was, that 
church had the grace of God, an ever active 
principle. Had it been otherwise, all the 
gsnceur of architecture and all the pomp of 
surroundings would on!ty have been the orna- 
mentef Ceath—the garland of a coffia, the 
plumes of a hearse. 

It may be profitable toconsider what area 
the elements ot a five church. 

I remark in the first piace, that one charic- 
teristic of such a church is. pinctaalisy in 
meeting its engagements. All ecclesisatical 
institutions have fiuancial relations, and they 
vught to meet their obligations jast a4 certain- 
ly as men Meet their ovlyatious at the Dank. 
When a church of God is not as faitbful in. its 
promizes as the bauk of Eugland, it ceases to 
be a churecn of God. It ought to be understool 
that prayers cannot paint a charch, ant 
prayers cannot pay the winter’s coal bil), and 
prayers cannot meet the insurance; and that 
while prayers cau do a thousana things, there 
are a thousand thisugs that prayers can 
notdo. Prayer for any particular churca will 
wever reach heaven high uuless it goes down 
wecket deep. In my church at the west there 
was & oun of comfortable means w10 used to 
pray for his pastor in such elongated style that 
he became a nuisan’e to the prayer meeting; 
-eking God, In a prayer that was almost wit.- 
out ceasing. that the pastor might be blessed in 
pis basket and in his sture, while the fics .was 
be never paid anything. If we pray fur the 
advancement of the ehurch, and do nof ous of 
our Mean3 contribute for its advancement, our 
prayer is only mockery Let tae cnurch of 
Ged then weet its obligations on the ouiside, 
and jet the members of the congregation meet 
the obligations on the inside aud the church 
will be Hnancially prosperous. 

Let me say, also, that there most be punctid: 
ality in the atteudance on the house of the 
Lord. Ifthe service begins at half pist ten 
in the morning, the regular congregatica of a 
live chureb wiil notcome ata quarter to cleven. 
If the service is to begin at half-past seven ina 
the evening, the regular congregatioa of a live 
church will not come at a quarter toeigot. In 
some churches I have noticed that the peopl» 
are always tardy. Tere are 800+ poopls wa) 
are always late. They were bora tuo iste, ani 
the probability is they will die too late. The 
rustling of cresses up the aisic, aud the slan- 
ming of Coors, . and the  treaiing of 
heavy feet, is poor iuspiratioa for 4 
minister, It requires great ab- 
nina pretor's micd to proce < owith 
xercises of the charch when 
one-balf of the sudience seated are looking 
xround to see the other half come in. Sucha 
ciffernce of attendance upon the house of God 
may be a difference of time pieces; but tae live 
church of which iam speaking ought to go by 
railroad timo, and that is pretty well uader- 
stood in all our communities, There is one 
hymuthat ought tec be surg in @ great many 
Christian fumilics on Sabbath moruiug: 

‘Early, ny God, without delay, 
1 haste ta seek Thy plac e. 

Auotber characteristic of a live church is the 
fact that all the peovle participate in the ex- 
eicises, A stranger can tell by the way the 
first tune starts Whether there is any 
life ticre, A church tirat does 
not sing is a dead _ church It is 
awfulto find a cold drizzle of. musie comiag 
cown from the or.,ae Joft. while ail tae people 
beneath sitin stlence. When «a tane wanders 
4round lonely aud unbefriended, and is fiaally 
lost umid the arches because tae people do aot 
join in it, there is not much melody made 
unto the Lord. Jn heaven they all’ sing, 
though some there can not sing halfso well as 
others The Methodist church has sung all 
around the world, and gone from conquest to 
because it is a 
singing church; and any Chri tian church or- 
ganizati n that with euthasiasm pe-f rm, this 
patt “of its duty, will go on from 
triumph to triumph. A church 
of God that can sing can do anything that 
ought to be done. We go forth into this holy 
war with the Bible in one hand aud a hyma 
book in the other. O! ye who used to sing che 
praises of the Lord, and have got oat of the 
habit, take your harps down from the willows. 
Iam glad toknow that, as achurch, we are 
making advancement in this respect. Whea L 
came to be your pastor we had ana excellent 
choir in the little chapel and they sing very 
sweetly to us Sabbath by Sabbath; bat ever 
andanon there was trouble, for you know 
that the choirs in tke United States are the 
Waterloos where the great battles goou. Ove 
Sunday they will sing like angels, and the 
next Sunday they will be mad, and will not 
singatall. Weresolved to settle all the dif 
ficulties. and have one skillfal man at the or- 
ean, and one man to do the work ofa pre. 
cente; avd now, fromm Sabbath to Sabbath, the 
eong comes up like the voice of mighty thua- 
derizgs. 

‘‘Let those refnse to sing, 
Who never knew our God; 
iildren of the Heavenly King 
Should speek their joys abroad,” 
On the way to tiiumph that never ends, aad 
pieasures that neyer die. Sing. 

Anotber characteristic of a life church is 6 
ihe utishipg Satbath-school. It is too late in 
the history of the Christian church to argue 
the benefit of such an institation Tne Sab- 
bath-schoo) is not a snpplement to the church; 
iiisitsrightarm, But you say there-are deid 
churches that have Sabbath-schools. Yes, but 
the Sabbath-schools are dead too. It is a dead 
mother holding in her arms a dead child, Bat 
when superintendent, and teachers and schol- 
ars comeon Sat bath afternoons together, their 
feces giowing with iuterest and enthasiasn, 
anG their songs are heard ail through the ex- 
erc'ses, and at the close they go away 
feeling they haya been on the Monit of Trans- 
fizuration— that is, a live school, and it is chsr- 
acterisiic of a iivechorch Thaore is only one 
thing I have against the Sabbath-2choo!'s of this 
country, and that is, they are too respectabis 
We gather into our schools the children of the 
refined, and the cuitured, and the educated; 
but, alas, for the great muititude of the chil- 
dren of the abandoned and the lost! A few of 
them are gathered into our Sabbath-schools; 
but what about the 70.000 destitute children of 
New York, and thescore of thousands of desti- 
tute chiliren of Brooklyn. around whora are 
thrown no benign, and heaven)y, and Christian 
influences? Itisa tremendous question, wat 
is to become of the destitute chi'dren of these 
ies? We mut either act on them, or they 
willacton us We willeither Christiinize them 
or they wiltheathenize us. It is a qaiestion not 
more for the Christian than for the philanthrop‘e 
ané ihe statesman. Oh! if we could have ail 
there suffering little ones gathered together. 
wiat a scene of hunger, and wret:heduess, ani 
regs, and sin, and trouble,and darkness! If 
we could see those little feet on the broad road 
to death, which through Christian charity 
onght to be pressing the narrow path to life ; 
if we could hear those voices in blasphemy, 
which onght to be singing the praises of God; 
if we could see little hearts, which at 
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| that age ought not to be soiled with one ua- 


} chan theught, beeomiog the sewers fur evers 
»homination ; if we could see those sufferiag 
littie ones sacrifi-ed on the alter of every ia 
iqvitevs passion, and baptized with fire from 
the lava of the pit, we would resoil, cryiag 
cut: “Avaunt, thou dream of Pell!” Tasy 
«re not always going to be children. 
They are comirg up te be the 
asuernd women of vh's cou try. Tht 
spark of iniquity that might now be put out 
with one diep of the water of life, will becoms 
the corn flagration of every queer thing that G od 
ever planted in thesovl. Tnat waich oughs 
to have been a temple of the Holy Ghost will 
heceme a scarred and blistered rain —every 
hight gnench:d and every aitar in the dass. 
ibhat petty thief, who slips into your store and 
takes a yard of cloth from vour counter, will 
teceme the highweyman of the forest, or tre 
burglar at midnight, picking the tock of yoar 
money safe and blowing up your store to hide 
the villisny. <A great army, with staggering 
step, and bloodsbot eye and dracken hoot, 
they sre coming on, gathering re- 
cruits from every grog shop and 
den of infamy in the land, 
to take the ballot box and hurrah at the elec- 
tions The hard-knuckled fist of raffisaian 
will have more power than the gentle hand of 
intelligence and sobtiety. Men, bioated, and 
with the signature of sin burnedin from the 
tep of the forehead to the bottom of the chia, 
will look honest men out of conatensnace 
Mors! corpses, which ought to ba buried a han- 
ored thet deepto keep them from poi.waiaog 
the air, will rot in the face of the sau at nooa- 
day. Industiy io her plain frosk will be ua- 
eppreciated, while thousands of mea will 
sander around tn idleness, with their haod on 
their hips, sating: “The world owes us a lig- 
ing? Ob, what a tremendofs power there is in 
iniquity when vueducated, and unrestrained, 
und unblenched it goes on concentratiag, and 
de peving, aud widening, and gathering mo- 
mer tum until it sWiigs ahead 
with a very. trinmph of desolation, 
crowning like surges, scorching like flames 
crusbing like rocke! What are you goiag to 
co with this abandoned popalation of th» 
etreets? Will yon gather them in your 
hnrebes? It isnot fhe will of vour He:veaty 
futher that one of these little ones shoald 
perish. If you have ten respectable children 
1m your class, gather in ten that ere not 
respectable. If in your Bible class there ba 
iwenty ywouvg men who have coms from 
Christian hemes and elegant surrouadingas, 
let these twenty young men go out aad 
enther in twenty more of the young mon of 
the city who are lost to society. This ou'- 
side population, unless educated and re- 
strained, will work terror in 
apes that ure to come. Years 
ago, at New Orleane, when the cholera 
wus raging fearfu ly, a steamboat pat out just 
before pightfall, crowded with passeagers who 
were trying to escape from the pustilence 
After the voat had been outa little whils, th: 
engineer fell with the cholera. The captain, 
in copsternation, went down among the pas. 
sexgers and asked: “Is there any one here 
who knows avything abont engineering?’ A 
swartby man replied: “I am an engineer” 
“Well,” said the captain, ‘I would be very 
elud if you woold take charge of this boat.” 
The man went te the engine. The steamer 
moved rapid y, until, after awhile, the captain 
apd some passengers were alarmed, aud they 
went to sce what was the matter, and they 

found that this was a: maniac 
pinueer: that he was seated 

the safety-valve, and as J 
come to him be said: “I am commissioned of 
Satan todrive this steamer to hell!’ and he 
flourished his pistol, and would not coms 
down. But after awhile, through somes strata- 
gem, he was brought from his position, and tha 
lives of the passengers were saved. O, my 
fiiende! that steamer had no such peril as our 
institutions are threatened with, if the ignor- 
wet avd unrestrained children of this land 
shalicome upin their ignorance and their 
crime to enginecr our civil and religious insti- 
tuiions, and @rivethemon the rocks, Eda 
cate this abandoned population, or they will 
overthrow treinstitutions of this land. Gather 
them in.o your ,Sabbath-schools. [ eongratu.- 
late you that many have been gathoreil. 


(io forth, teachers, in the name of the Lord 
Jeens Christ, aud on the coming Sasbaths may 
there be found gathered seores and hundreds 
of these wanderers, and instead of eighteen 
hundredin the Sabbath school, we shill see 
three thousand or four thousand, and the graces 
of God willeome down upon them, and the 
Holy Spirit will bring them all into the trath 

Another characteristic of alive charch is oue 
with eppropriate architectnre. In tae far west 
wid amid destitute population, a log charch is 
very appropriate—the people living in log 
houses, but in commanities where 
people live in». comfortable abodes, 
a - church uncom modious or lacking 
in beauty is & moral nuisance. Lecause Chriss 
wes boru in 8&8 Mangeris no reason why we 
should worship Himiaa barn. Letthechurch- 
«6 o1 Jesus Christ be not only comfurtabdle, bat 
ornate, Years ago. we resolved to haveacon- 
furtuble church.’ We resol ved that itshould pa 
amphbitheatrical ip siape. The prominent arc t- 
ilects of the country, after figuriag on tne 
matter a good while, said that such a chorch 
wovld not be churchly, and they would have 
nothing to do with the enterprise. Bat after 
a While we found an architect willing to risk 
bis reputation. He put up fur us the first ta- 
ernacle, in awphitheatrical style. We liked it. 
All whecame liked it. ‘This building followad 
in the same style. We believe it is appropriate 
and edupted. Ap angular church 
w ill have an angular theology. 
fhe church of Jesus Christ onght to be a 
great family circle, the pulpit only the fire- 
place, around which they «are gathered in 
sweet and domestic commupvion. But then 
vur first tabernacle went up. O, ths caricature 
and the scoflingl] They said: “It’s a hippo- 
dreme! It’s a holy circus! It’s Talmazge’s 
theater!’ Bat the Lord came down with pow- 
erupon that old building and made it the gate 
of hesven tea preat many. And this buildiag 
‘followed. That we were right in persisting in 
the style of architecture is proved by the fact 
that pow there are sixty or seventy churc'193 
inthe United Statesin the same style. In- 
deed our tabernacle has revolutionized church 
architecture in this country. A live church 
must have a commodions,a comfortable and 
adapted bui'diog. “How amiable are Thy 
tabernacle, O Lord of Hosts' I would rather 
be a doorkeeper in the house of my God thaa 
to dwell in the tents of wiekodness.”’ 

Again, the characteristic of a live church 
must be thatitisasoul-caving church, “O,” 
say sume people, “the fgospel of Chris: allows 
butasmall swing fora man’s faculties, and 
some men bave left the ministry with that 
idea.” One such said to Rowland dill, “I have 
left the ministry,} becanse I don’t want 
to hide my talents any longer.” “Well,” re- 
plied Rowland Hill, “I think the more you 
bide your talents the better.” Why, there is 
no Heid on earth so grand as thas which is 
open before the gospel ministry. Have you 
powers of anzlrs's? Exhaust them here. 
Have vou unconquerab!e iogic? Let it grappie 
with Paul's Epistle tothe Romans. Have you 
strong imagination? Let it discourse on the 
P-alms of David, or Jobn’s apocslyptic vision, 
Have yeu great powers of pathos? Exhau+ 
it in telling the sry of a _  Savior’s 
love. Have you a bold style of think- 
ing? then follow Ezekiel’s wheel, full of eyes, 
apd hear through his chapters the rush of the 
wings of the sersphim. All ye who want a 
grand field in which to work for Gxd,cone into 
the gospel ministry. At any rate come iste 
Christian circles, and somewhere and somehow 
declare the grace of God. Pardon for all sin! 
Cem‘ort for all trouble! Eternal life for ali the 
dead! ©, my soul! preach it forever. It hg 
been my ambition, and I believe it has heca 
.yourt, my dear people, in these years of my 
ministry to have this soul-saving church, and 
we never yet threw out the Gospel net, but we 
drew in a great multitude. They have com:, a 
nondred at a time, ard two hundred at a time, 
and three hundred and fifty at atime, and I 
ecpect the day will appear when, in some 
@ rvice, there will be three thousand souls 
~vrepting the offers of cternal life. I

The New York Financial Chronicle, in its 
weekly review of the cotton movement, 
says that for the week ending April 1 the 
total receipts have reached 341,115 bales, 
against 46,298 bales last week, 57,716 ba'es 
ihe previous week and 72,953 bales three 
weeks since; making the total receipts since 
the Ist of September, 1836, 5,040,583 bales, 
against 4,350,597 bales for the same period 
of 1885-86, showing an increase since Sep- 
tember 1, 1586, of 190,256 bates. 

The exports for the week endivg this even- 
ing reach a total of 77,219 bales, of which 
49,815 were to Great Britain, 5,602 to I’rance, 
and 21,502 fo the rest of the continent. The 
imports into continental ports during the 
week have been 60,000 bales. 

There was a decrease in the cotton in sight 
Friday night of 2,021 bales as compared with 
the sume date of 1336, am increase of 119,- 
055 bales as compared with the cgrrespondinz 
date of 1285, and a decrease of 137,365 bales 
as compared with 1854. 

The old interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 22,845 balesand are tonight 
1*9,731 bales less than at the same period 
last year. The receipts at the same towns 
have been 7,945 bales more than the same 
week last year, and since September | the 
receipts at all the towns are 76,096 bales 
more than for the same time in 1885-86, 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September |, were 5,135,901 
bales; in [885-86 were 5,170,110 bales; in 
Iss4—=5 were 4,707,070 bales.’ Although the 
receipts at the outports the past week were 
34,115 bales, the actnal movement from 
plantations was oniy 3,157 bales, the balance 
heipng taken from the, stocks at the interior 
towns.

At four o'clock, the hour for 
which the meeting had been called, there wore 
just nine persons in the church, but quite a 
number put in an appearance within the next 
fifteen minutes, so that when sorvicas began 
the congregation numbered between ifty and 
sixty, half of them men, 

After short preliminary services, Rey. Dr, 
Hawthorne intreduced Rev. 
Pittsburg, Pa., the secretary of the Natio2a! 
Reform association, whu begen by explaining 
the objects of the association. The origin a! ia- 
tention of the promoters of the movement, he 
said, and one jto which they had athe red 
throughout, ws that the movement should be 
truly national iu character, being confined to 
po church, political party or section of tae 
country, but with representatives everywhoave. 
The president of the association is Lon, Felix 
R. Bruno, of , Pittsburg? well known the 
chairman of the board of peace commissioners 
whicte onsidered the Judian question. Am mz 

the cfficers are some of the most promi- 
nent gentlemen from different  por- 
tions of the country. The object of the 
association isto maintsia existing Christiau 
features in the American govcrament, aud to 
sccure such an amendmenttothe coastitution 
of the United States as willindicate that this 
isa Christian pation and place all the Chris- 
tian laws, institutions and gsages of our gov. 
erpment on an undeniable legal basis in th 
funcamental laws ofthe land, The nation wis 
founded by Chris aud is in harmony wich 
Christianity. In er to secure the pearms.- 


neLcy of ibis s state of affairs, itistho aim of 
; -sociation to 


the ca!l attention fo 
ib e truths involved and to show the re- 
lations of Christianity to the goverument,’ “it 
is proposed to do this” said Mr. Weir, “by 
ueing the o!d-fashioned means of agitation. 
We intend to prese iit the matter to Oyery Ulan 
and ask his aid in accomplishing the desired 
exd.”’ 

The speakot cailed sttention to three creat 
principles. First, that it is‘a seriptural fact 
toatthe Lord Jesus Christ is the supreme 
ruler ol the universe; secoud, tuat there is one 
great law which rules the universe, the moral 
law of God as revealed in the scriptures: third, 
that civil government is established by God 
for the express purpose of supplying 
this moral law to public affairs, La its work 
the promoters of this movement appeal first 
and last to the Word of God, and with this 
high authority the assistance of all Christian 
people is sought. The speaker expressed his 
great gratification at finding that thero is 
really no need in arguing the question in the 
sonth, for he hes found that here the Chris- 
tian people are in the heartiest sympathy 
with his work. 

Taking es his text the fifteenth verse of 
the eleventh chapter of Revelations, which 
reads, “And the seventh angel sounded, 
and there were great voices in 
heaven saying, the kingdoms of this‘ world 
are become the kingdoms of our Lord, and of 
His Christ,’ and He shall reigh forever and 
ever.” The revefend gentleman discussed the 
relation of Christianity and the nations of the 
eerth. He first spoke of the kingship of 
Christ over nations, ‘‘We must consider our 
Lord,” he said, “notas the Redeemer alone, 
but also in the light of. the supreme ruler of 
the universe.
